Thus six 
centuries of English ‘literary history are 
gleaned. 

The editor of the volume remarks that, 
after toiling for five years at the task of 
collecting truly representative passages of 
English prose, he became convinced “' that 
ho honest scholar can pretend an acquaint- 
ance with the whole of English prose.’ 
This, surely, is an argument for collabora- 
tion. If it is truly impossible for a single 
scholar to pick what is best from the 
Whole body of English prose writings, a 
group of men, expert in various periods, 
should collect extracts from which the final 
selection would be made. Yet we venture 
to doubt whether that is a necessary course 
for the making of a true anthology. There 
can be but few reaches of English litera- 
ture which have not been adequately ex- 
pesca and charted, and the true antho- 
ogist’s task, we submit, is to select from 
work of recognised merit those passages 
which best exhibit the march of a nation’s 
mind and the highest achievements of its 
language.

Until 
the second volume appears, it would be un- 
fair to chargé the authors with omissions, 
In this first volume they trace Masonic 
history in Ireland down to 1813, supple- 
menting their account of each period with 
invaluable little biographies of the chief 
Masonic figures of the time. In these 
biographies many purchasers of the work 
will discover genealogical matter of lively 
personal interest, a 36 good deal of Irish 
family history thus comes to light as a 
sort of by-product of the authors’ labours. 
First, there is a glance at ancient Irisn 
history and legend, and the authors men- 
tion some curjous traees of Masonic Gilds 
in remote times. .Doeutigntary proof is 
civen of Masonic customs existing at least 
four hundred years ago, and a conservative 
conclusion 15 redched to the effect that ‘‘ at 
least as early as 3688 Lodges of operative 
Freemasons were admitting speculative 
members ‘in the new way,’. . . . and 
that these speculative Freemasons. i 
carried the Craft into the most remote 
corners of Ireland within a few vears.’’ 
Interest in the %rder appears to have been 
general in Ireland early in the eighteenth 
century, and 1724 is a year memorable as 
that in which the fitst Irish book dealing 
with Freemasonry appeared. The Dublin 
Freemasons appear to have wielded their 
power on the popular sidé in the campaign 
against '“ Wood’s halfpenve.’” In 1725 
the Grand Lodge first makes its appearance 
in history, An obscure périod followed, 
but in 1731 there occurred a large revival. 
The early meetings of the Grand Lodge 
were held in taverns, and subordinate 
Lodges held their communications in 
similar places. Some Lodges, however, held 
meetings in private houses. It is thought 
that the oldest Warrant in the world, No. 1, 
which was granted in 1731/2 for Mitchels- 
town, was intended to be held in the house- 
hold of Lord Kingston, the reigning Grand 
Master. Interesting reports from “old 
newspapers are given, illustrating the 
customs and ritual of the Order in those 
old days. The earliest reference to che 
degree of Royal Arch is traced in 1743. 
The spread of the Crait in the Trish 
counties also is trac and the Newry 
Warrant, No. 77, dated 2¥th December, 1737, 
preserves the signatures of the officers of the. 
oldest surviving Lodge in Ulster. As the 
book progresses, the part of the Order in 
great historic doings is narrated.

At the sixth session of the conference 
on prices of home-grown grain, held. in: 
the Boardroom of the Department of 
Agriculture, Dublin, yesterday, a resolu- 
tion was adopted to the effect that the 
importation of maize products into the 
yee State be prohibited, but that the 
whole maize be.allowed in, as heretofore, 
free oi duty. 

It was also suggested that no person, or 
firm, in the Free State be allowed to} 
prepare or sell any mixture of maize 
unless it is blended with 15 per cente of 
home-grown grain. 

It was pointed out by the proposer of. the 
resolution, Mr. J’ J. Bergin (Kildare), |. 
wio presided, that this would give people 
with grain now rotting in their lofts ‘a 
market for their produce. Under present 
conditions more home-grown grain was 
put on the market in the autumn than 
the market could absorb. ' As a result 
prices fell, If this scheme were adopted, | 
it would help the home grain growers.

THE RECOMMENDATIONS, 


GOVERNMENT’S ATTITUDE - 
CRITICISED. 


Aiter a lengthy discussion the resolution 
w adopted as follows :'— 

that, after the 1st September next, the 
mportation of the following be prohibited :— 
\luize meal, flaked or cooked maize, maize 
products or maize in any form other than 
hole grain. 

‘That the importation into and sale in the 
State of whole maize be free of duty 
ind without restriction as heretofore. 

‘* That.no person or firm in the country be 
allowed to grind, cook, flake or otherwise 
treat maize for the re-sale, niless maize so 
treated be blended with a minimum of 15 
per. cent, of home-grown grain before being 
offered forsale. - ' 

‘That each sack, bag or packet containing 
maize. so blended shall contain’ a’ printed 
paper setting out ‘the percentages of: the 
variety, or varieties of home-grown grain used 
in the blend; and shall bear on the outside 
the name and address of the blender. 

“Maige prepared. in the. Free State for 
human .consumption to be.exempt from the 
condition of requiring blending with other 
crainy ‘provided such maj%e preparations are 
offered for sale: in bags or packets containing 
not more than 28lbs.’ 

WOULD HELP MILLING INDUSTRY. 

Benefits which are hoped for from the 
giving effect to these recommendations, Mr. 
Bergin pointed out, were that a .fillip would 
be given to the milling industry. 

During 1925 one million cwts. of maize 
meal and of maize products, costing £600,000, 
were imported, and had the whole grain been 
imported much employment would have been 
given. , 

It was recommended that, the following be 
used for blending if grown in the Free State: 
Barley, wheat, oats, rye, peas, beans or 
vetches. 

At this stage, Mr. P. Belton asked what 
they were going to do with the recommenda- 
tions made, As far as practical results went, 
they had wasted a great deal of time. 
‘Twenty-seven recommendations had . already 
been made by the Conference, and a few 
more would be added now. What was to 
be done with them’ In the main, every 
member of the Conference was prepared to 
stand over the recommendations made. ‘These 
had been made in good faith and ebdpies ‘sent 
to the Ministers concerned; ‘but what had 
been done? Nothing. Were they, who repre- 
sented agriculture in this country, to be sat 
on by a few Ministers? How long would 
this be allowed? 

The Chairman—As long as they have the 
power, 
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TILLAGE PROSPECTS. 

Mr. Belton, continuing, said that it was 
not there they should be, but contesting the 
two vacancies for the Dail.

Asked whether his objection would be 
met if the shops were. opened later in 
the early part of the day, so as to! give 
the assistants a rest, Mr. Duffy réplied 
that he did not think that it would, as id. | 
was the work at night that was injurious 
to the assistants. He complained of bad 
wage conditions, ‘particularly in the 
“late shopping ' establishments. 

LATE SHOPPING A “ HABIT.” 

This was the Committee's third sitting, and 
the chair was occupied by Mr. Roddy, T.D. 
The bill has been backed by Deputies Dr. 
Hennessy and B. O'Connor. 

Mr. Duffy, continuing. his evidence, said 
that there was no justification for the proposal 
to repeal Section 3 of the Act of 1 (which 
compels -the ‘closing of shops at 7.30 o’clock on 
Saturday night). e proposal, if made law, 
might have far-reaching consequences, both 
for those who favour it and for those who 
oppose it, eo 

| The trades to which the Act of 1925 refers 
were not identical- with other trades which 
were usually carried on extensively at night. 
If a woman bought her millinery on Saturday 
night she came back on Monday morning to 
exchange it for something else ; and a man did 
not buy a suit of clothes at 8 or 9 o'clock on 
Saturday night. 

Late shopping, he continued, was largely a 
habit. There was no evidence, so far as his 
union was aware, that the closing of drapers’ 
shops at 7.20 on Saturday night was opposed 
to the public interest or that the public 
suffered any inconvenience therefrom. 

As long ago as 1894 the Dublin Trades 
Council declared in favour of early closin 
being made compulsory by legislation, an 
from that date down to the present the 
various working-class organisations in Dublin 
had supported the efforts to bring about 
uniform shorter hours in shops of every 
description. In July last the Dublin Workers' 
Council, representing 58,000 workers, ap- 
proved of the bill then before the Dail, and 
the Women Workers’, Union passed resolu- 
tions expressing the opinion that working- 
class women did not desire to have late hours 
for doing their shopping on Saturday. 

PEOPLE OF LEISURE. 

It was his experience that men.and women 
of leisure were more frequently in the shops 
on Saturday night than were the working- 
class men and women. He did not accept the 
statement that had been made by Mr. Calvert 
that late shopping on Saturday night made 
25 per cent. of the total turnover of some of 
the small shopkeepers. . By remaining open 
late on Saturday night certain types of shops 
encouraged customers to postpone their 
Shopping until the football match and the 
picture show and the publicshouses had their 
demands satis’ 3 

DISPUTE INEVITABLE. 

The large drapery shops (and the small ones 
also) that closed at one o clock on Saturday 
did not lose customers because they were 
not open late in the evening. His union was 
opposed to the suggestion that legislation 
Should favour smal] traders merely because 
they were small traders. Firms that now 
closed at 6.30 or 7.30 on Saturday, while’ pro- 
testing their opposition to an extension of 
these hours, had repéatedly made representa- 
tions to his union that they could not remain 
closed if other houses were open and serving 
their customers. If such a change were made 
he believed that the assistants would not 
voluntarily accept it, and that a dispute was 
inevitable. : 

Major Cooper—Is it your view that the 
passing of this bill will cause an industrial 
dispute !—It is. 

Can you suggest any modification in the 
bill that would make it acceptable to your 
association’——We have not discussed that 
matter. 

_ The Chairman—You think that if the shops 
in Dublin were agreed as to-closing hours the 
panic would learn to be satisfied with such 

ours?—I do, if they are reasonable hours. I 
am satisfied that if the. shops were closed ‘at 
6 o’clock the people would have their shopping 
done before that hour. 

NIGHT WORK INJURIOUS. 

In reply to Mr. Johnson, the witness said 
that it had an injurious effect upon. the 
nervous systém of young women to be kept 
at work in shops for twelve hours. Sonie of 
these people had small wages and had not 
proper notirishment.. He had heard of assist- 
ants who had served no less than ninety 
customers in one day, 

, Major Cooper—Would it meet your objec- 
tion if the shops were opened later in the 
early part of the day, so as to give assistants 
a rest? I do not think-it would. It is the 
work at night that is injuridus. 

__. SHOP_ CONDITIONS. 

Answering Dr. Hennessey, the witness sug- 
gested that the position of shop assistants 
in some districts compared very unfavour- 
ably with that of domestic servants. —One- 
third of the week’s work was done on Satur- 
day, he stated, but not between 7 and 9 
p.m. It was often harder for the assistants 
to stand than to work and move about. 

As *pbied to Ireland, the 1912 Act suffered 
many defects, and he disapproved of giving 
power to the local authority. In order to get 
a closing hour under the 1912 Act two-thirds 
of the traders—no matter what their im- 
portance might be if their names were on 
the register—must vote approval, while 50 
per cent. of them at any time could revoke it. 

A number of establishments had, in May 
last, offered inducements to shop assistants 
to work after hours on Saturday, but the 
assistants turned down the offer by a 
plebiscite. They decided that, if the em- 
ployers kept the shops open, they would 
cease to work at the usual closing hour, 
although the employers might lock them out 
on Monday morning. 

Dr. Hennessey—You think the trouble 
would rest with the employers? That is our 
view. In May we received a notice that the 
employers were going to keep open until 
9 p.m., and then Senator Douglas introduced 
his bill. 
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EMPLOYERS’ CASE. 

Continuing, Mr. Duffy said that traders 
who offered concessions to assistants who 
would work after the existing closing hours 
before the 1925 Act were now asking them 
to work without any concessions. The em- 
loyers’ ease was that their customers on 
Returday night were going to their com- 
petitors, and that, as a result, they pro- 
bably would go there again on Monday. It 
was not a question of losing trade, but 
customers, and it was put up to the assistants 
that the matter affected them also. In 
some houses the assistants agreed to the con- 
ditions, but in others they did not. 
The witness added that wage conditions, 
particularly in the “ late shopping ” estab- 
lishments, were very bad, some paying girls 
from 3s. 6d to 6s. a week, and others 10s. 
to 20s. a week. Seats for females, meal 
hours, heating and sanitation.were entirely 
ignored. :

THE LIFFEY TUNNEL.

The tunnel will 
carry electric cables, and water and sewer 
services,

DUBLIN COMMISSIONERS’ 
NEW SCHEME. | 


At to-morrow'’s meeting of the Dublin 
Borough Commissioners Mr. P. J. Hernon will 
propose the adoption of certain modifications 
of the electricity charges which it had been 
decided to put into force from the ehd of 
the December quarter. ‘The proposed modifi- 
cations will operate pending the. general 
revision of the present charges, which will 
take place before the end of the firiancial 
year. —-A 

As an alternative to the ordinary rates of 
chaige, residential or domestic consumers are 
to be given the optien of paying a fixed 
annual charge ened on 15 per cent. of the 
valuation of the house, plus ijd. per unit 
for electricity used for all purposes. The-fixed 
charge will also include and cover all meter 
rents. This rate is intended’ to encourage the 
more extensive use of electricity for domestic 
purposes, other than lighting. In the case 
of flats and mb-énáid houses which have 
no separate valuation a valuation will be fixed 
by agreement. . 

The rate for current supplied through slot 
meters will be per unit, the rate to 
include the charge for rental of the meter. 

The present rate of 2d. per unit for cooking 
will be reduced to lid. per unit. 

For og window lighting or advertising 
purposes after the ordinary closing hour (but 
in no case earlier than 6 p.m.), there will be 
a flat rate of 3d. per unit. 


TAX ON HORSE-RACING. 


PROTEST BY DIRECTORS OF 
NAVAN COMPANY. 


At a meeting of the directors of the Navan 
Racecourse Company, Limited, held at 
Proudstown, the following resolution was 
passed unanimously :— 

“That we are of the opinion that the pre- 
sent entertainment tax, as levied on race 
meetings, is injurious to the interests of 
rating, snd should be abolished. We con- 
sider that racing should be regarded as an 
indispensable adjunct to the national in- 
dustry of horse-breeding, and not merely as 
an amusement of no economic value to the 
country.” 

The directors wished to emphasise the 
following points :— 

(1)—It is virtually true to say that no 
race meeting in Ireland is making a 
profit at the present time. 

(2)—In order to make ends meet, the 
directors have been obliged to reduce 
stakes to the lowest possible standard, 


is so low as to be unattractive to the 
owners of the highest-class horses. 

In the opinion of the ditectors, it is 
essential to foster the provincial race meet- 
ings as much as possible, as the smaller 
owners and breeders throughout the country 
depend almost entirely on these meetings to 
prove the value of the bloodstock which they 
have produced at muth trouble and expense. 

The directors further state that the tax, as 
at present levied, absorbs from 15 to 20 per 
cent, of their gross takings.

The- vessel was named by Lady Suifield, 
daughter of Lord Kylsant (Chairman of the 
Union Castle Company and of. Harland and 
Wolff), in the presence of a distinguished 
tathering; which included the Governor of 

orthern Ireland and the Duchess of Aber- 
corn, the Right Hon. Wilfred Ashley, British 
Minister for Transport; and Sir James Craig 
and other members of the Northern Cabinet. 

After the ceremony the company adjourned 
to the offices of Messrs.. Harland and Wolff, 
where Lady Suffield was presented with a 
casket containing a number of beautiful Irish 
hand-embroidered linen tea and luncheon 
cloths and: table sets as a memento of the 
occasion. 

Lord Suffield proposed “Success to 
the Builders,’’ and in reply Mr. Payne com 
plimented fhe Union Castle Company on its 
pelicy of going in for motor ships while 
other owners hesitated. The Carnarvon 
Castle, he said, répresented a tonnage of over 
20,000, and was equipped with two motors 
of the Harland B. and W. type, each de- 
veluping 10,000 horse-power.

AN ISHMAEL. 
JUDGE's COMMENT ON 


PRISONER'S REC ). 

In the Cork Circuit Coue yesterday 
William Parsonage, an Englisitman, of no 
fixed residence, pleaded guilty to a series 
of housebreaking And larcenies in Cork City 
and suburbs, the details of which weré 
recently published. After pleading he 
handed up a written document to the Judge. 

Judge Kenny said that he had read the 
statement, and would be glad to agree to the 
prisoner's request if it were in his power. 
He (the accused man) said that he was driven 
out of his home when 11 years. of age 
by a stepfather and that he had never had 
a chance. That was quite possible He 
appeared to have been trained on the ship 
Clio until 16 years, and boys trained on those 
ships generally turned out good. citizens: 
they went into the British Navy, and turned 
out the best sailors in the world. 

His Lordship had the accused man’s record, 
and it was a very sad one, beginning 4 
years ago, when he was very young. 

His Lordship then went threugh the record, 
from which it appeared that Parsonage had 
been imprisoned fox periods which included 
two years, three years (three times). six 
months; 12 months, and four years. When 
he returned to that country in 1924 he re

Mr. Walter Baird, in relinquishing the 
chaizmanship. of the Dublin -Port. and 
Docks Board, was able yesterday to report 
a year of cellent work done under 
unusual difficulties. The general depres- 
sion in trade and the upheaval in the 
British. mining industry accounted for « 
large decrease in tonnage entering the 
port.” "Many. a time du-ing the past year 
citizens of Dublin. crossing the river, 
looked down the estuary and were 
saddened by the long lines of idle quays 
and the empty waters. Nevertheless, the 
Port and Docks Board dealt so ably with 
its problems that receipts for the year were 
substantially larger than expenditure, and 
the developments’ which “the Board: has 
planned in a spirit of enterprise and hope 
can be carried out with security and con- 
fidence. New warehouses are being erected ; 
dredging on a large scile is in operation ;

i electric cranes ate being increased and 


tramways are being installed. Yesterday, 
moreover, the Board decided to seek powers 
for the reconstruction and widening _ of 
Butt Bridge. At present congestion. at 
Butt Bridge—that. awkward and “un- 
finished structure—diverts a considerable 
amount of heavy goods traffic to O’Connell 
Bridge, which ought to be devoted chiefly 
to passenger traffic. The improvement. of 
Butt Bridge may result in the. growth of 
a large artery of traffic farther east than 
the present centre of transportine ex- 
change. The construction of a tunnel 
under the Liffey, contemplated: by the 
Dublin Oity Commissioners, would go yet 
farther in relieving the congestion due to 
the excessive burden ‘laid at present on 
O'Connell Bridge and the thoroughfares 
which it serves. In these developments 
we see the traffic of Dublin being attracted, 
as it were, ever farther eastward by the 
need to ‘keep close to deep water. The 
Port and Docks Board is devoting special 
energy to the expansion of its deep water 
services ; for its members look forward to 
the day when not smali cargo boats and 
Channel passenger boats alone shal] berth 
at Dublin's quays, but great vessels sailing 
between these islands and distant lands. 
It is well that those who are in charge 


fof the greatest gate to Ireland are thus 


confident of an expanding volume of busi- 
ness ;' but some striking facts-quoted by 
Mr. Baird yesterday show that trade 
revival in Britain will not result auto- 
matically in a vast increase of Irish 
prosperity. Last year some 15,000 tons of 
bacon were landed in Dublin, and only a 
little over 3,000 tons were exported. This 
is a homely, and significant fact, typical 
of the state of the basic Irish industry— 
agriculture. ‘While Ireland exported last 
year less bacon and live-stock than in any 
recent preceding year, Britain’s’ imports 
of the same commodities increased. As 
Mr, Baird said yesterday, the Government 
can do nothing to remedy. this deplorable 
state of affairs if the people do not bestir 
themselves. It.is in the farmyards of the 
land, where humble work is done a little 
more ‘carefully, a little more patiently, 
that the foundation will be laid of that 
great bulk of commerce which will make 
our country prosperous and happy.

The Octopus. 


Perched on a hillside of the Riviera is 
a walled village—one of many—which 
seems to have slumbered, with hardly a 
change, in the perpetual sunshine since 
the days when its steep street echoed the 
tramp of the legions. Its two ornaments 
are a Roman monument of the first 
century and a medieval church. Three 
weeks ago. there was. only one touch of 
modernity in the little place—but what a 
devastating touch! A poster, pasted on 
the Roman monument, announced that a 
film, ‘featuring Gloria Swanson,’’ was 
being exhibited in the neighbouring town. 
So Hollywood, like a colossus, bestrides 
the world to-day, pushing its ruthless 
boots into all the beauty and quietude of 
our old Continent; and soon it will have 
ousted, everywhere, the last romances of 
the middle ages. Horace said that Greece, 
defeated in arms, had captured her fierce 
conqueror through her arts. Now. America 
can ‘make a comparable boast; for, 
while disclaiming any desire to interfere 
in Europe’s affairs, actually she has found 
a subtle means to imprint her manners, 
her ideas and her moral outlook on the 
older civilisation.. Travel is becoming a 
monotony by reason of the Californian 
invasion that seems to be as thorough as 
the march of the Huns and Vandals. All 
the capitals of Europe begin to look alike 
in their common livery of American 
posters. The faces of Tom Mix, Harold 
Lloyd and Mae Murray are as inescapable 
in Rome as in Paris. Strangely enough, 
the latter city, with its proud tradition 
of taste in the arts, is Hollywood’s most 
willing victim. There the I?ish ‘seeker. for 
a French film will be confronted, instead. 
at’ nine out of ten picture-houses, with 
the acrobatics of Douglas Fairbanks or the 
precocities of Jackie Coogan. Even 'f 
Hollywood’s ‘supremacy “were justified—as 
‘certainly it is\not—by artistic and moral 
merit, the best~instinct. of nationality in 
other..lands vought to revolt against it:

are much higher than elsewhere; rent, rates, 
lighting and overhead expenses are enormous, 
and the Dublir publicans are making only a 
bare living. Such was the view of half a 
dozen members of the trade who were inter- 
viewed by an Jrish Times representative. 

One trader denied the statement that 
traders were making a gross’ profit of 100 per 
cent. on stout. 'Í have chartered accountants 
here regularly, he said, and I have never, 
during the past nine or ten years, shown 
more than 66 per cent. gross profit; but of 
that I have to pay high wages to a large 
staff of assistants, a very substantial rent, 
and considerable rates; there are also light- 
ing and innumerable other overhead charges.” 

Consrmers remain di-satisied vith this ex- 
plantation, and they point out that higher 
overnead charges in Du lin do not altogether 
account for the vast difference between stout 
prices in Cork and in Dublin. Guinness’s 
stout was purchased in a large number of 
Cork houses yesterday at 9d. a pint and 6d. 
a bottle, and another well-known brew of 
stout was nrrchoeed rt Pd. ner nint. 


CONSUMERS’ CONTENTION, 

Consumers urge that the Dublin and dis- 
trict price could be brought down—in view. of 
the decision of Messrs. Guinness to reduce 
the price by 10s. a hogshead—to 6d., with 7d. 
a bottle and 10d. a pint. Their view is 
strongly supported by the report of the Com- 
mission on [Food Prices, which states :— 

“ We were precluded by our terms of re- 
ference from inquiring further into the profits 
made from the sale of stotit; but from the 
facts made available we believe that an ex- 
cessive profit is made by the publican in 
Dublin, as compared with those throughout

IS Eminence Cardinal O'Donnell 
visited Dundalk, of which he is Parish 
Priest, to-day, and was accorded an en- 
thusiastic reception by .]1 sections of the 
community. 

It was a “red letter day '” in the town, 
and all shops, banks, business houses and 
public offices were closed. Banners spanned 
the streets, and nearly every house was 
garlanded with evergreens and bunting. 
The Cardinal's colours (red and white), 
with the Papal colours (gold and white) 
and the Free State flag, flew from windows, 
house-tops and lamp standards in gay pro- 
fusion. 

It was not until the shades of night 
fell that the full effect of the elaborate 
decorations became apparent. Multi- 
coloured electric lights abounded every- 
where. There was not a house in town 
but had one or more of its windows lit up 
and curtained with the Cardinal's and the 
Papal colours, and many had large-sized 
photographs of the Cardinal prominently 
displayed. In the cottages of the poorer 
clas-es there were rows of twinkling candles 
on the window-sills.

| Thousands of people thronged the streets 
admiring the magnificent illumination of St.

CARDINAL’S SPEECH. 


WHAT DUNDALK CAN DO FOR

town is more worthy of such a reception than 
I am. The unassertive claims of innocence 
deserve the highest recognition, but, unfértu- 
nately there are go many innocents in the 
town of Dundalk that they have all to be 
passed over in favour of a visitor whose feet 
have caught a good deal of the dust of the 
road on the long journey of life. 

To all who took part in the reception—that 
is, to all the people of the town and the 
surrounding districts—I am deeply grateful, 
as well as to those who displayed such beauti- 
ful decorations along the way. 

And now my friends are here again in 
their various organisations to do me honour 
hv presenting addresses of warm welcome. 
There have been nearly a score of addresses 
read this evening, and they were accompanied 
by speeches that certainly made the most of 
their subject. 

THE ADDRESSES. 

First came the Parocirial Committee, com- 
posed of men who, at all times, have given 
loyal service to religion. On the material 
side they are an invaluable help to the 
zealous priests of the parish in every good 
work. Next the public bodies are here, 2om- 
prising the County Council, the Urban 
Council of Dundalk, and the Harbour Board. 
It is a sincere joy for me to hear their voice 
to-day, speaking on behalf of the people at 
large. I know with what care they discharge 
the public duties they have undertaken. 

Then the temperance societies are strongly 
in evidence, as they ought to be. On the 
progress of temperance depends the future 
of our race. More than once I have been on 
a pilgrimage with the members of the Dun- 
dalk branch to St. Brigid's stream, and now 
they are doing everything in their powor to 
aid the administrator in erecting a tem- 
perance hall that will be a rallying centre 
for elevating and beneficent influence on 
behalf of all the people. With them the 
confraternities, who do so much for the 
sanctification of their members, are here of 
native right. Long may they flournish in our 
midst. 

Th ociety of St. Vincent de Paul is 
strongly represented here, to remind us of 
the apostleship of charity, in which its 
members are so fruitfully engaged. With 
them the left hand knows not what the nght 
hand gives; the friendly visit is more than the 
gift; and the dispenser is fully as much 
blessed as the receiver. 

The workers of Dundalk, who have their 
model in the Divine Carpenter and His 
foster-parent, are present in all their ranks. 
They are as fine a body of men as you will 
meet anywhere.

On the other hand, there are 
Various grades in the living wage; and when 
an, undertaking does not pay, the worker 
should be content with less than normal re- 
muneration, so that there may be something 
left to sustain the other parties concerned. 
There should be mutual interchange of views, 
there should be mutual interest and helpful- 
ness on the part of employers and employed, 
there should be confidence between them. 

If troubles arise, it is Christ. that should 
be invokéd and ndt the spirit of discord. 
Jin Him we can do all things. He will calm 
the troubled waters, He will make peace, 
even if the elements seem by some misfor- 
tune lashed into ungovernable fury. 

I ask the employers and the employed in 
Dundalk to be ruled by the mind of Christ, 
and, therefore, to ban altogether strikes and 
lock-outs. 

Let the leading men on both sides be strong 
in the Lord and they will be successful peace- 
makers. With peace in industry Dundalk is 
sure to advance. ‘With Christ as guide you 
will show how the industrial question is to he 
worked out to the benefit of every class in the 
community. .And, matk it, if Ireland solves 
the industrial question“on the lines of practi- 
cal.

Generally speaking, business . was looking 
better, but the one very dark spot was 
‘shipping, and consequently shipbuilding 
suffered. They were told that the remedy 
for all that was nationalisation, but he could 
not imagine any nationalisation of shipping, 
nor could he see a ‘profit-sharing ‘idea with 
the men in regard to shipping, fer had the 
wotkers been partners in shipping ‘when the 
accounts came out at the bteginning of the 
year they might have to hand back a con- 
siderable portion cf their wages. Sir William 
went on to say that he had not seen a penny 
-of profit out of shipping for th last three 
years. He characterised nationalisation of 
shipping as hopeless, and Suggested that 
things would be better without extremists of 
the Cook type.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sir,—l have been reading with interest and 
amusement the many letters on the Dublin 
station which you have printed from various 
correspondents. I am afraid that many of 
these are excellent examples of the old saying 
about the fools and the angels. That of 
‘ Aerial”? in your issue or 15th inst. is 
simply an unqualified admission on his part 
that he apparently possesses an extremely in- 
officient set. Poor Hamburg and Bournemouth ! 
How their ears—if they have any—must 
burn at times! Not that I suppose they care 
very much. Why should they’ They are not 
really the offenders they are made out to be. 

Three things appear to blazon themselves 
out of the majority of letters you have 
printed—(1) Inefficient receiving sets; (2) lack 
of knowledge in working a set; (3) poor aerial 
and earth systems. There is also the ad- 
ditional item that some people always want 
the Earth, 

Most aerials are too long and too low. It 
is not sufficiently realised that, the longer the 
aerial, the more unselective—within certain 
limits, of course—the set. Direction has also 
a fair amount of value. For instance, some 
of your correspondents, notably those in Wex- 
ford, etc., will probably find that their aerial 
is pointing dead to Hamburg, Bournemouth, 
or some other plare. If they changed the 
“direction ” to Dublin, they would probably 
find that Hamburg, etc., would be more easily 
separated. I heard a complaint only yester- 
day from a man in County Down that Dublin 
blotted out Hamburg. He has changed his 
aerial and matters have improved. Personally, 
I have no fault to find with the volume of 
ORN. It can be heard many yards from the 
loud speaker. Neither have I any difficulty 
in separating it quite clearly from Hamburg

I think the Dublin station is doing its best. 
It cannot be expected to turn into a Daventry 
or a Hamburg overnight. True, the musical 
items have been a bit on the “‘ wailing ’’ side, 
but is not most of the real Irish music, and 
the folk-songs, of this nature? 2RN seems to 
me quite as “natural ” as San Sebastian—the 
latter differing vastly from one of the B.B.C. 
stations. The transmissions from 2RN could 
certainly be improved. There is a booming, 
hollow sound, not unlike a muffled echo, in 
the background. No doubt, this and other 
small items will be remedied by the engineers 
in good time. 

I wonder how quickly some of your corre- 
spondents would build up a five-valve set, and 
get it to work even as perfectly as the Dublin 
station is working now. I am also wondering 
how many of the said correspondents—I am 
not referring.to men like Mr. Lewis and 
Major Waters—are members of the Wireless 
Society of Ireland.

DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
North Circular road, Thursday.~-As compared 
With last week, supplies of cattle this morn- 
ing were a few a Aí head less, but sheep 
500 more. However, the show altogether 
was mainly of ordinary and common-place 
character, which made the undertone of the 
market cautions and depressed. —Notwith- 
Standing the small proportion of prime to 
good classes of cattle and sheep on market, 
tnere was still enough to cover requirements, 
and even for tip-top qualities last day’s prices 
proved difficult enough to sustain. here 
was the usual attendance of home buyers, but 
rather more shippers than previously, and, 
although the inquiry was g throughout, 
the prices question raised much contentious 
Opposition, and trade in the circumstances was 
difficult to clinch. The market consequently 
ran into a late hour of the day, when it was 
still doubtful if a clearance would be ulti- 
mately effected. With regard to Canadian 
cattle, shipments for the week, as advised 
from Montreal, are 2,033 head for Liverpool, 
Manchester, and Glasgow. Prices upon much 
the same basis as last week—vil.,° prime 
steers, 8.25 to 8.50 dollars per 100Ibs. ; good, 
7.75 to 8.00, and others 7.25 to 7.50. Heifers 


were from 7.00 to 7.50. Cows and bulls 
averaged 5.00 to 6.25 per 100lbs.

The beast trade opened in a somewhat 
cautious and weaker state than before, but 
generally home butchers had to pay almost 
previous prices for the nicer selections 
of handy-weighted bullocks and heifers in 
‘finished condition—viz., 48s. to 50s. and 62s. 
6d. per cwt. Shippers were inclined to be 
busy, but found it difficult to sectire suitable 
drafts of cattle within their estimate of 
values. For prime heavy bullocks, however, 
several leading men were obliged to pay up 
to 50s., 51s., and 52s. per cwt, for the right 


class, but, taking the general run of best 


commercial cattle, prices were more within 
46s. 6d. to 48s. per cwt., and common to fair 
descriptions, say, 40s. to 45s. per cwt. Lean 
and weedy sorts of cattle could be bought at 
jess money, but are difficult to quote for in 
the uncertainty and irregularity that existed 
in biddings. Fat bulls not much in evidence. 
Best made around 38s. to 42s. per cwt. Beef 
cows in fairly good demand, but at cheap 
rates, which owners were obliged to take into 
consideration. For best quality fat cows 
terms went from 36s, to 38s. per cwt.; somte- 
thing of extra ‘well-meated quality up to 40s. 
aa cwt.. Old and inferior classes of cows may 

reckoned as about 22s. 6d, to Bs. 6d. per 
ewt. on foot. 

The sheep trade was unustially dull. With 
regard to hogget's, particularly in the partially 
suspended state of shipping, market presented 
a very idle appearance, in face of which, too, 
prices had scarcely any reliable basis. For 
local consumption the mutton trade was also 
slack, as butchers seemed to be buying on more 
restricted scale than ever. For the nicer 
selections of wethers they perhaps had to pay 
uear last day s prices, but generally the sheep 
market must be quoted 2s. to 5s, per head 
iswer; ‘ndeed, for most drafts of sheep the 
difficulty was to find customers, apart alto- 
gether from the question of price. Suitable 
butchers’ ewes were conspicuously scarce, and 
considered hard to buy as things went. At 
opening of market there appeared to be some 
promise of a good sale for hogget lambs, but 
this subsequently proved to be only a flash in 
the pan, as it were. For best home trade 
sheep prices were from £3 10s. to £4 4s. 
apiece; some extra nice heavier descriptions, 
up to £4 10s. and £4 17s. 6d. per head was 
puid. Generally, prime mutton may be 
juoted as from 114d. to ls. per |b., with 
fancy qualities occasionally, perhaps id, to 
ld. per lb. more. Ordinary descriptions of 
mutton from 10d. to 11d. per Ib.: coarse and 
inferior qualities, say, around 9d. per Ib. 
Horny sheep were a negligible sale, no mat- 
ter in what condition. For best lots of lambs 
prices were from 20s. to 65s. each, prices 
above and below those figures being excep- 
tional.

YESTERDAY’S CASES IN THE COURTS. 


KELLS LANDS. 


eo 
APPEAL IN CONTRACT ACTION 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR, JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

In the case of George Pringle v. Thomas 
Clarke, an application for a new trial of the 
action, by way of appeal from a judgment of 
Mr. Justice Sullivan in favour of the de- 
fendant, was heard. 

The action, which was tried by the judge 

without a jury on the 15th November last, 

was brought to recover damages, laid at £100, 
for alleged breach of a contract for the sale 
of certain lands, containing 8 acres 2 roods 

3 perches, situated at Doon, Barony of Kells 

Lower, Co. Meath, for £550, and to’ recover 

the sum of £87 10s., the amount deposited 

with the auctioneer. 

The action was grounded on the allegation 

that the defendant was guilty of gross and 

unreasonable delay in carrying out the pur- 
chase agreement, the lands having been pur- 
chased at a public auction under conditions 
of sale which included the consent of the 

Land Commission. | 

In a letter on the subject, the Land Com: 

mission authorities stated that they consented 

to the transfer or conveyance of the lands to 
the purchaser on certain conditions as to sub- 
division and consolidaton, in compliance with 
the provisions of the Land Acts of 1909 and 

1923, the effect of which was that the pur- 

chased lands should be consolidated with the 

registered freehold lands already in possession 
of the plaintiff. 

In support of the appeal it was submitted 
that Mr. Justice Sullivan had misdirected 
himself in point of law in dismissing the 
action, with costs, under the circumstances. 
The Court now, by a majority (Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan dissenting), allowed the appeal, 
holding that the alleged consent of the Land 
Commission under the conditions specified 
was not consent within the meaning of the 
conditions of sale, and that the plaintiff was 
entitled to damages and to the return of the 
— with costs. 

heir Lordships, with the exception of Mr. 
Justice Murnaghan, were of opinion that it 
was uhreasonable, in a case where Jand was 
purchased by-a bidder at a public auction in 
the manner mentioned, to withhold consent 
unless the purchaser agreed to the apportion- 
ment and consolidation of the land with land 
of which he was the registered owner, sub- 
division and consolidation of lands being 
entirely distinct and different. 

It was agreed by both sides that, Mr. 
Justice Sullivan’s judgment being set aside, 
judgment should be entered for the plaintifi 
for £150, covering everything.

INQUIRY AS TO TITLE. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH AND MR. 
_ JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

An equity appeal was heard from a decision 
of Circuit Judge Seely at Carlow. relating to 
family shares in a farm, situate at Corries, 
Bagenalstown, Co. Carlow. 

The plaintiffs, who were also appellants, 
were Emily Vigors, Anna Vigors and Harriet 
Vigors. all of Gloucester terrace, Queen’s 
Gage, London ; Henrietta Vigors,.of 24 Downs 
Pak, East, Bristol, and William Vigors, of 
Wiva Hill, Saskatchewan, Canada. The 
defendant and respondent.was Bartholomew 
Vigors, of Knocklonegad House, Corries, 
Bagenalstown, Co. Carlow. 

It appeared that in December, 1890. Bartholo- 
mew Vigors died intestate, possessed of part 
of the lands of Knochionenslt containing 100 
acres 1 rood and 25 perches, together with 
stock, chattels and furniture. Also another 
section of land containing about 2 acres, 
leaving his widow, Dina Vigors, and his nine 
children his only next-of-kin. Dina Vigors 
died intestate on December Ist, 1903, leaving 
the plaintiffs and defendant and John Vigors 
and Frances Vigors her sole next-of-kin. 
John Vigors died intestate and unmarried in 
March, 1923, and letters of administratidm 
were granted to the plaintiff. Emily Vigors. 
At the date of his death John Vigors was 
Putitled to one-ninth share of the property. 
Che defendant is in actual possession of all 
the property, and refuses to give over their 
shares to the plaintiffs, or to account for the 
rents and profits of the farm. 

Judge Seely in the Court below made an 
order that the plaintiffs, William and Anna, 
were entitled to their distributive shares, the 
Clerk of the Peace to hold an inquiry as to 
the shares to which they were entitled. 
Against this order the plaintiffs appealed. 

Mr. F. Blood, K.C., and Mr. Brereton 
Barry (instructed by Messrs. Maleomson and 


Law, Carlow) appeared for the appellants ; 
and Mr, Matheson (instructed by Mr. 
‘aul A. Brown, Carlow) for the respondent. 


_After arguments the Court now held that 
the order of the Circuit Court Judge as it 
Was framed could not stand. Their Lordships 
directed that the order made by Judge Seely 
he reversed, and that an inquiry be directed 
as to who are the persons now beneficially 
entitled to the lands set out in the equity 
civil bill, and as to how the shares were to 
be apportioned,

Mr. Wood said that the only question .n 
this case was whether the applicant was a 
member, or helper, or active sympathiser 
with any organisation in opposition to the 
Provisional Government, or the Government 
of the Saorstat. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—Was this a military 
raid on ‘premises ? : 

Mr. Wood-—Yes, my lord. Up to the 7th 
of August, 1922, the Irregulars were in posses- 
sion of Kenmare, but on that date the Free 
State troops arrived at Kenmare, and the 
town was evacuated. by the Irregulars, and it 
was in the possession of the Free State “troops 
-until September 9th. I think it is fairly clear 
on the evidence that the Free State troops 
were driven ont on September 9th, aud they 
came back on the night of the 6th, or the 
morning of 7th, of December and fe-estab- 
oo Fata in the town. The bombing 
of this house took place on the ni f 
December 7th. week 

Mr. Bewley said that the only question with 
which he was concerned was that of the 
section of the Act of Parliament to which Mr. 
Wood had referred, There was also a certain 
amount of evidenee with regard to furniture 
that was carried away aa used by other 
people, and, of course, the applicant would 
not be entitled to conipensation for that. 

Mr, Justice O’Byrne—Was that taken into 
account ?

Counsel said that Captain Foley must haye 
been mistaken about that. He submitted that 
from the evidence it could not be reasonably 
construed that there was any overt act.on the 

rt. of Mrs, Hartnett from which it. could be 
wnferred- that she was an active sym 
with the Irregulars. 
Mr. Wood then referred to the question 
asked by the Circuit Judge of a witness, “ 
you regard Mrs. Hartnett as being in sym 
pathy with the Irregulars?’ He said that 
that was an illegal and improper Pog 
The judge, instead of deciding a ma him- 
self, asked the opinion of a witness. That 
was illegal and irrelevant, and the opmion of 
a witness should not be admitted in evidence. 
This burning took place in 1922, but the Act 
of Parliament was not passed unfil 1926. 
Taking it that Mrs. Hartnett was an active 
sympathiser with the Republicans, and taking 
it that any of the acts amounted to sedition, 
the Constitution forbade the declaration of 
acts to be an infringement of the law which 
were not so at the date of the commission of 
such acts. 

Mr. Bewley said that there was no doubt, 
if the witnesses were believed, that there was 
ample evidence on which the Cireuit Judge 
could have found the way he did; and there 
was ample evidence on which their lordships 
could decide the case, leaving out altogether 
the question referred to by Mr. Wood. He 
said that it was clear from the Circuit Judge s 
decision that he was not in any Way in- 
fluenced against Mrs. Hartnett. If the ques- 
tion put by the Circuit Court Judge, to which 
Mr. Wood had referred, was an improper one, 
their lordships could disregard that question. 
He submitted that there was ample evidence 
on which the Circuit Court Judge should con- 
clude that Mrs. Hartnett was im active sym- 
pathy with the Irregulars, and he asked the 
Court to affirm the decision of the. Cireuit 
Court. So 

THE CONSTITUTION. .. ne 

Mr. Wood said that the Act of Constitution 
could not have an antecedent effect. He 
guoted Willoughby on the Constitution oí the 
United States oí America in support of his 
contention, and said that he understood that, 
Mr. J..G. Swift MacNeill, K.C.; in his book, 
stated that the Act. of Constitution of the 
Irish Free State was in effect the same as 
the Act of Constitution of the Federal States 
of America. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that m this case 
the learned Circuit Judge, very much against 
his will, decided that the applicant was not 
entitled to compensation. Section 9 of the 
Damage to Property Compensation Act, 3920, 
stipulates that a member, hélper or active 
sympathiser with any organisation in opposi- 
tion to the Provisional Government or the 
Government of the Saorstat was not entitled 
to compensation, and the Circuit. Judge ex- 
pressed himself as absolutely satisfied that the 
applicant did come within the description of 
such a person. 

The Court was satisfied that the decision ot 
the Circuit Judge was right. Mr. Wood had 
argued that Section 9 of the Act of 1925 was 
unconstitutional, because under Article 43 of 
the Irish Free State Constitution the 
Oireachtas had no power to declare acts an 
infringement of the law which were not so at 
the date of their commission. They were 


| emphatically of opinion that Section 9 of the 


Act of 1 did po such thing, and was not 
in conflict with Article 43 of the Constitution. 

Another point raised by Mr. Wood was the 
question asked by Cireuit Court Judge 
McElligott of one of the witnesses, if he 
thought that Mrs. Hartnett was a sympathiser 
with the Irregulars, and the answer was that 
he thought she was. Having regard to the 
other evidence, it might be that the Circuit 
Judge directed that question to a point of 
general repute. They were prepared from 
the evidence to decide the case, leaving that 
pane out, and they were of opinion that 
the applicant was an active sympathiser with 
the Irregular organisation, and they affirmed 
the decision of the Circuit Court Judge. 

Mr. Bewley asked for costs.

WOMAN’S ACTION AGAINST A 

| DOCTOR. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

In the case of de Cadiz v. Moorhead, 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., with whom tas 
Miss Duggan (instructed by Mr. James Scott), 
on behalf of the plaintiff, Miss Rosalind M. 
de Cadiz, 3 Martello terrace, Kingstown, 
applied to have a Commission appointed to 
take the plaintiff's evidence on oath. He 
said tnat the, action, which was for assault, 
Was against a well-known doctor. The plain- 
tiff was an invalid. He read an afiidavit of 
the plaintiff, in which she stated that it 
would be dangerous and would put her life 
in peril if she attempted to attend the trial. 

Counsel also read an affidavit from Dr. 
O'Connor, stating that the plaintiff would be 
unable to attend the. trial. 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked what was the 
date of the alleged assault’ 

Mr. Maguire replied that it was the 3rd 
October, 1924. 

Mr: Walker (instructed by Messrs. Baker, 
Ringwood and Gordon) on behalf of the 
defendant, Dr. T. Gillman Moorhead, 23 
Upper. Fitzwilliam street, Dublin, asked for 
an adjournment. mentioning that an oppor- 
tunity was desired to have the plaintit 
medically examined on behalf of his client. 

Mr. Justice Hanna adjourned the applica- 
tion ior a week, and made an order that Dr. 
Moorhead be entitled to have the plaintiff 
examined in the presence of her doctor. by 
such medical’ witness as defendant might 
choose. 


DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT 
UNABLE TO GET A HOUSE 
EJECTMENT SUMMONS FAILS. 


(BEFORE JUDGE PICOT.) 
A summons for possession of the house 


Lismore vikas, Botanic avenue, was broug 
by Mr. G. Cumiskey, the owner, against ! 
(. Hanley, the tenant in vccupation, 
lives there with his wife and mother 
has some lodgers. It was statéd 
plaintiff had been living in. ano 
owned by him in the vicinity, 
sell it, with vacant possession, on account of 
a debt due to the bank, and had since been 
living with his wife in a shed at the rear 
of the house occupied by the defendant. 
There was no complaint against the defendant 
as tenant. 

It was submitted in defence that the 
laintiff was buying houses and speculating 
in them, but in cross-examination plaintiff 
denied that he wanted to get possession of 
the house in question in order to sell it. He 
said that he wanted a house to live in. 

The defendant said that he had lived there 
since 1916, and owed no rent. His wife, his 
mother and three boarders also lived in the 
house. He had been unable to get any other 
house. He also said that the plaintiff built 
a cottage at the rear and was living in it. 

Judge Pigot dismissed the case. 

Mr. Lavery (instructed by Mr. Dovle) 
appeared for plaintiff, and Mr. Magwood, 
solicitor, for defendant. 


POSSESSION OF TWO 
ROOMS. 


ACTION FOR EJECTMENT ON 
TITLE. 


An action tor ejectment on title was heard 
at the suit of John Hampton Shaw; by his 
attorney, John Healy, of 4 Kenilworth 
square, Rathgar, against Isabella Anderson, 
of Vera terrace, Botanic avenue, Glasnevin, 
to recover possession of two rooms in Vera 
terrace. at 
' Mr. Norman Keogh (instructed by Mr. D. H. 
Charles), for the plaintiff. said that Mrs. 
Anderson was found in possession of these 
two rooms after the tenant of the premises, 
Mr. W. A. Pope. had given up possession. 
She had no title and had no right to remain 
there. 

Mr. Hector Huzhes finstrueted by Messrs. 
Bradley and Son). for Mra. Anderson, said 
that she was a sub-tenant of Mr. Pope, and, 
as such, was entitled to remain on after Mr. 
Pope had given ap possession. 

In cross-examination it appeared that a 
surrender of ¥r. Pope’s tenancy had never 
been uccepted bw the landlord. 

Judge Pigot—That ends the case. If Mr. 
Pope’s tenancy has never$been determined 
you cannot eject Mrs. Anderson, and Mr. 


Pope is not a party to these proceedings. 1 
will dismiss this ejectment, but, as I am dis- 
missing it on a teehnical point, I will allow 


no- costs, 
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
